Bishop Pike 
Pushes Equality 


“We are in'a very serious crisis 
in our nation. An injustice is be- 
ing done.” 

Captivating his audience with 
his natural poise and impersonal 
opinions, the Rt. Rev. Bishop 
Pike recounted his beliefs on the 
critical racial situation existing 
in the country today. Speaking 
to a capacity crowd in the Men’s 
Lounge on Monday, Bishop Pike 
made certain that he was for “ra- 
cial equality NOW, not two years 
from now or 200. Everyone must 
take a stand one way or another; 
you cannot be middle of the road 
on an issue as pertinent as this.” 

“The American nation professes 
freedom and totalitarianism and 
then this happens. We ourselves 
made it happen, and we can't 
blame the communists for spread- 
ing it around.” 


Concerning his Episcopal Church 
he stated that it is “the most 
segregated hour in life; unless 
you. consider the cocktail hour 
at the nearest country club. Up 
to this point, the churches (in 
general) have been dragging their 
feet concerning racial equality. 
They profess ‘reconciliation’; an 
excuse to do. nothing. I say the 
churches should take up the 
cause and make it part of their 
duty —the church must be to- 
tally on the side of the oppressed.” 

Summing up his talk, the 
bishop called on you, the Ameri- 
can public, to get in and do some- 

/ithing about this grave injustice. 

“You should first support the 
governed justice of the land and 
then get out and educate every- 
one and everything possible — ed- 
ucation being the key to better 
understanding of our fellow man, 
black, white, or red.”

Pearson to Speak - at Last 


One of the most controversial journalists in the nation 
will speak at Hartnell on Oct. 28, in the library at 8:00. 
Drew Pearson, nationally syndicated columnist, has one 
of the most widely read columns in the country. President 


Kennedy reads “Washington Mer- 
ry-Go-Round” each day although 
Pearson “aggravates” him, accord- 
ing to some inside sources. Mem- 
bers of Congress read his col- 
umn to see if Pearson has “(L) 
anything on them, or (2) any- 
thing on their opponents.” 

His many brushes with libel 
laws keep him from being “the 
final source” on. issues, although 
he did win the Sigma Delta Chi 
Distinguished Service Award in 
Journalism for general excellence 
of his performance in Washing- 
ton. 

Never one to duck a fight, Mr. 
Pearson has had many interesting 
rounds with Presidents Truman, 
Eisenhower and Kennedy in hi 
32 years in Washington. : 

Pearson’s articles have changed 
the. outcome of many elections 
and his statements have swayed 
voters at crucial times. 


Attending Phillips Exeter Acad-|, 


emy and Swarthmore College in 
Pennsylvania, he made Phi Beta 
Kappa and became the editor of 
the college paper. 

He was in the officer’s training 
corps at the end of World War I, 
and in 1919 he joined the Ameri- 
can Field Service Committee “to 
supervise the relief program’ in 
devastated Balkan villages.” He 
is responsible for the Friendship 
Train, Democracy Letters to 
Italy, Food for East Germany, 
and many other campaigns and 
committees.

What Constitution?

A move was made this week by some commissioners to completely 
ignore the constitution of the Associated Students of Hartnell Col- 
lege. This move was made in behalf of two cheerleaders who, it was 
discovered, do not fulfill the requirements for their office, specifi- 

- cally by maintaining a 2.0 average. 

The constitution states emphatically that (Article 3, Section 3): 
“All officers may be, at the time that they enter upon the duties of 
their offices, members of any class. . . . (2) All candidates, in order to 
be eligible for nominations, shall maintain a 2.0 average per semester. 
Officers shall maintain said scholastic average during their terms of 
office. In the event of their failure to do so, the faculty adviser shall 
declare the office vacant. : 

“Section 6. The yell leaders and the pompon girls shall be selected 
in the following manner: Qualifications stated in Article III, Section 
3 Paragraph (2) shall apply to yell leaders and pompon girls.” 

In other words the qualifications that apply to the student body 
officers also apply to the yell leaders and pompon girls. To com- 
pletely ignore this constitutional fact is to, in fact, completely ignore 
the will of the student body. 

‘This constitution was passed by the students of Hartnell College 
many years ago and was at that time considered fair. There have 
been 30-some years to change the constitution if the students felt it 
was necessary to do so but they have not felt the need to change the 
constitution in this section. It has always been considered, by most, 
that this section was completely fair. 

The commission must not ignore the fact that this constitution 
has been approved by 30 years of students; they must not be al- 
lowed to ignore the constitution because of personal gain or friend- 
ships; and last of all they must not be allowed to ignore the consti- 
tution because to allow them to do so would, in effect, be allowing 
them to ignore all the dictates of the student body and this could 
rapidly lead into a state of debasement that would bring dishonor
